Than Ever 


Editorial — BY BRICE BIOSSAT 
President Eisenhower has now 
completed 
three fourths 
of the 
term to which he was elected in 
November, 1952. 
That is a suffi­ 
cient span to allow the American 
people to judge him as Chief Ex­ 
ecutive. 
The celebrations honoring him 
at this milestone bear a largely 
partisan Republican stamp. 
But 
Ute evidences suggest that many 
millions of Americans would hap­ 
pily associate themselves with such 
homage. 
For Mr. Eisenhower is an ex­ 
tremely popular man. as much or 
more so than the day he was elect­ 
ed with an all-time record of nearly 
34 million votes. 
Judged in these 
terms, his tenure of office thus 
far has been a smashing success. 
! 
The verdict of the historians may 
or may not coincide with the pop­ 
ular judgment, but it is bound to 
bb affected by it. 
There really is not a great deal 
new that can be said in explanation 
of this popularity that w as not ut- s 
tered at the time of the President’s 
fateful heart attack last Septem­ 
ber. 
At that time he learned, as 
few living men do, in what high 
esteem his countrymen held him. 
In the beginning, it seemed to 
be chiefly a matter of trust. 
Mr. 
Eisenhower was a man who had 
taken a big role in bringing the 
American people safely through a 
gyeat war and preparing their de­ 
fenses against the prospect of an­ 
other. 
His performance in office tended 
to confirm that feeling of trust. 
The President revealed himself as 
ai man intensely dedicated to the 
preservation of peace, the cause 
ihost Americans 
wanted to see 
served with full devotion. 
In the domestic realm, his ten­ 
ure was linked first with a mod­ 
erate economic decline and then 
vHth r resurgence that carried the 
nation to new peaks of prosperity. 
Here again, the great majority of 
Americans appeared 
inclined to 
credit him with striving earnestly 
to better their lot in life. 
Almost 
beyond 
tnese 
things, 
Americans came to view Mr. Eis­ 
enhower as a man of such innate 
sincerity and decency that he has 
stamped the fresh imprint of these 
qualities on the country’s public- 
life. He has quieted if he has not 
stilled, the angry currents being 
stirred by the extremists when he 
assumed the presidency. The ten­ 
or of public discussion is calmer, 
and there 
is more unity in the 
United States than in many a day. 
His critics in his own party think I 
he has been too much a Democrat.

Plans which depend solely on 
getting rid of the “ absence-prone” 
worker or disciplining the chronic 
absentee miss the mark and neith­ 
er prevent nor control absentee­ 
ism, the council said.

Department of Defense 
Plods the Economy Path

WASHINGTON —(NEA)— The 
only chance for a federal tax cut 
this year is to carry out the rec­ 
ommendations of ex-President Her­ 
bert Hoover’s .second commission 
on government reorganization. 
That is the 
conclusion of (he 
Council of 30 State Chambers of 
Commerce. It is one of the strong­ 
er pressure groups constantly agi­ 
tating for greater government eco­ 
nomy. 
Noting th it the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration cut spending by ten 
billion dollars in its first two years, 
Eugene F. Kinta, the Council’s re­ 
search director, now points out 
that federal .spending under the 
new budget will now go up two 
billion dollars. 
Half of this in­ 
crease will go for more national 
defense. 
This puts the finger .squarely on 
what Dept, of Defense is doing to 
carry out Hoover 
recommenda­ 
tions. 
Charles A. Coolidge, Boston law­ 
yer, is. just winding up his assign­ 
ment as special assistant to De­ 
fence Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
in charge of Hoover reports. The 
job is being turned over to Mr. 
Coolidge’s deputy, Floyd S. Bry 
ant of San Francisco, a Standard 
of California vice president. 
ONE OF TUE AMAZING things 
about the 19 Hoover reports is (hat 
nearly every one of their 314 ‘rec­ 
ommendations apply to some Dept. 
of Defense activity. 
The job which Coolidge and Bry­ 
ant have had is to get the hun- 
dj*eds of Defense bureaus and of 
Dees to file their views on the rec 
emmendations and get them co 
ordinatcd. 
Until a few weeks ago, Bureau 
of the Budget denied Defense the

Popular Nowadays 
CHICAGO (IF—The trend is to dis­ 
pense with alleys in new subdivi­ 
sions, according to the American 
Society of Planning Officials. 
Alleys have been criticized as 
health hazards and as the cause of 
needless expense, the society said. 
At least nine cities have written 
new subdivision regulations pro­ 
hibiting alleys and providing ease­ 
ments instead, a check showed. 
Some cities, including Detroit, 
Mich., are encouraging property 
owners in older districts to elimi­ 
nate alleys and are advising them 
on how to do it. 
The society said most arguments 
against alleys stress that they are 
expensive and a nuisance to main­ 
tain. More often than not they are 
littered with trash and garbage and 
make excellent breeding places for 
rats. 
But the society said alleys are 
sensible where lots face on a m a­ 
jor thoroughfare or in apartm ent 
house districts.

Employment in 
January Drops 
1,247,000 Persons 


WASHINGTON IF-Employment 
dropped by 1.247.000 persons last 
month but was still at a record 
level for January. 
The drop was largest December* 


to-January decline in four years. 
It left the total number of em ­ 
ployed civilians at 62,891,000. The 
employed total was 2.741,000 high­ 
er than in January, 1955.< ^ 
The Commerce and Labor de­ 
partments announced the figures 
today. They said an unusual de­ 
cline in manufacturing contributed 
to the employment drop. 
'Hie main causes were the end 
of the Christmas expansion in re­ 


tail trade and the postal service, 
and winter cutbacks in construc­ 
tion and farming. 
The number of unemployed per­ 
sons looking for jobs rose by 458.- 
000—about as expected, the depart­ 
ment caid—to 2.885,000. This total 
was 462,000 lower than in January, 
1955 and slightly lower than in 
January, 1953. 
The increase in unemployment 
was much less than the decline in 


employment because many tempo­ 
rary Christmas holiday workers 
withdrew from the labor market 
instead of seeking new jobs.

He said the allegations against him 
said that he received special favors 
from the Red Korean officials at 
his POW camp in Korea, cultivat­ 
ed friendships with them, and pre­ 
pared propaganda material. 
Louis Kutner, his attorney, said 
in demanding an open hearing that 
Stephens was “framed” by “ cess­ 
pool informants,” that he had no 
chance to c o n f r o n t witnesses 
against him and was given no op- 
I portumty to cross-examine. 
“ I have done nothing wrong and 
: I have nothing to hide,” said Ste­ 
phens. “ I demand an open hear­ 
ing.” He said he attended no study 
classes as alleged, sought no fav- 


i ors and got treatment no different 
from that given anyone else, by his 
captors.
